Experiment in Cabbage Growing 
Wisconsin has this winter enlisted 
the help of growers in the south in the 
growing of disease resistant cabbage 
seed for the next spring's planting. 

To save time in fighting root rot and 
yellows, cabbage heads of the Holland- 
er and the new kraut t varieties have 
been sent to Florida, Texas, and Louis- 
iana where they have been or will be 
planted and seed gathered from them 
next spring. In this way, two season's 
results will be obtained in one year, the 
new seed being ready for planting in 
Wisconsin at the usual time in 1916. 

This arrangement has been brought 
about through the co-operation of re- 
presentatives of the agricultural ex- 
periment station, of the United States 
department of agriculture, and agricul- 
tural officials of three southern states 
concerned in the wurk. The cabbage 
seed grown in the south will be used 
extensively in trials on the truck farms 
of Wisconsin and other states during 
the coming season.

Lake county men were shocked to 
hear that H. S. Earley, president of 
the Milk Producers association to which 
many Lake county farmers belong, died 
Monday, January 24, at his home at 
Sycamore. Notices to that effect have 
been , sent out bv Secretary W. J. 

P. A. Hawley of Barrington is 
vice president of the association and 
therefore automatically, succeeds Mr. 
Earley as head of the milk producers.

President Wilson Expects to 

Pass Through Wautegan 

on Speaking Tour 



SPEAK ON PREPAREDNESS 



When it was learned that the presi- 
dent passing through Waukegan Janu- 
ary 31, w,hile on his western trip, offic- 
ials of the city and leading democrats 
at once framed an invitiation to chief 
executive asking that he stop there for 
a ten-minute address. The telegram to 
this effect signed by Mayor W. W. 
Pearce and Peter McDermott, chair- 
man of the Lake county Democratic 
central committee, was sent to Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

President Woodrow Wilson is going 
to be in Waukegan on the afternoon of 
January 31. If the local democrats can 
secure his consent to the plan the presi- 
dent will have a chance to address the 
people of that city. Waukegan is not 
one of the cities mentioned in the 
itinerary of the Dresident in his "swing 
round the circle" cut the president is to 
pass through enroute to Milwaukee 
where he is to speak on the evening of 
Monday, the 31. Local democrats feel 
hopeful that the train can be halted 
there for at least five or ten minutes in 
order to give tho president a chance to 
say just a word on preparedness, the 
subject upon which he is to dwell dur- 
ing the tour. 

It will be remembered that in 1911 
when President Taft made the swing 
jj^ound the circle, he had just about 
the s^me itinerary as President Wilson 
will hav^. ' 

It is expn*J?ted that the president will 
reach Chicago, from Cleveland early 
Monday morning 1 flnd that he will leave 
that city on an ea^ly afternoon train 
for Milwaukee. He\ will travel by 
special train and it wotild be an easy 
matter to arrange for tHfl delay of the 
train for a few minutes at* Waukegan. 

The visit of President Wil'tfpn to Wis- 
consin will be the biggest eve.it of the 
early campaigning of the democracy of 
the state and it is expected that the 
meeting in Milwaukee will be attended 
by hundreds of leaders of the demo- 
cracy from surrounding towns and cities. 

Waukegan women will be especiafly 
interested in the possible coming of the 
president as Mrs. Edith Gait Wilson, a 
bride of only a few weeks, will accom- 
pany the president on his trip west. 

LATER— The President sent word 
that he would atop in Waukegan at 
10:50 a. m., Monday, January 31.

FISH AND 

GAMELAWS 

FOR 1916 

In the 1916 fish and game laws, 
which are obtainable now, there are 
several provisions which behoove the 
young sportsmen of Antioch to Hook 
into. Chief among these is the section 
which states that spearing of fish is a 
misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of 
$25. Under the terms of this provision 
it is probable that spearing of fish in 
th* local creeks will shortly become a 
lost art. 

Heretofore, with the coming of 
spring the young boys of the village 
would procure their spear3 from dusty 
quarters in the attic and plans for an ex. 
pedition were made. If thev do so now 
they may be forced to put good money 
in the hands of authorities or spend a 
few days in jail. 

Another provision which will be of 
interest to fishermen, amateurs and 
men engaged in the business is that 
black bass, whether caught within the 
state or outside its boundaries, cannot 
be sold or exhibited for sale. 

The two sections are subjoined: 

Section 40: Every person who shall 
at any time catch, take or kill any fish 
in the rivers, lakes, creeks, canals or 
streams or other water courses within 
the jurisdiction of this state, by use of 
firearms or by the use of jack or arti- 
ficial light, or with snare, spear or 
trammei nets, shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
shall be fined notjless than $10 nor more 
than $25 and shall stand committed to 
the county jail until such fine., is paid, 
provided that such imprisonment shall 
not exceed ten days. 

Section 41: After January 1, 1916, 
it shall be unlawful at any time to sell, 
or offer or expose for sale, or to have 
in possession for sale, any black bass, 
whether caught or taken within or 
without the state; and provided further 
that black bass, pike, pickerel and pike 
perch may be caught, taken or killed 
with hook and line only.

Decision by High Tribunal Goes Into 

Hjistory of Legislation and Holds 

That Contentions Against Law 

Are, Without Merit. 1

Washington, Jan. 26.— Tho Supremo 
court on Monday upheld tho constitu- 
tionality of tho income tax law. Chief 
' .Justice White announced the decision 
.Mn tho case of Frank R. Brushabcr. 
' stockholder of the Union Pacific rail- 
: road, who sought to enjoin the com- 
pany from paying the tax on the 
ground that It was unconstitutional. 
He swept aside the several objections 
to tho law in whole or in part. 
Most fit Justice Whito's opinion was 
./directed toward overruling the con- 
tejiticn \tliat the incomo tax amend- 
/.mint acit provided a hitherto uu- 
,y * known power.; of taxation. Going far 
' into tho history of income tax legis- 
lation, the \chief concluded the argu- 
ment was without merit. 

Advanclng'jto other points, the chief 
Justico hold that tho tax was not" un- 
constitutional; because it was retroac- 
tive. \ 

The argument that tho law was un- 
constitutional ' becauso labor, agricul- 
; tural and horticultural organizations 
and such were exempt, tho chief jus- 
tice held, was answered by decisions 
under tho corporation tax law. He 
said the point was only another illus- 
* tratlon of an erroneous assumption 
that tho tax was imposed under a 
new power conferred upon the gov- 
-— .. eminent by tho sixteenth amendment, 
\vhereas it was a power recognized to 
s exi8t«,from the beginning of the gov- 
ernment and thus decisions defining 
tho taxing power previously rendered 
wero applicable to it. 

Flvo separate suits to test tho con- 
stitutionality of tho new income tax 
wero brought in the federal courts 
throughout the country soon after the 
law became effectivo and all found 
their way to the Supreme court of the 
United States. For nearly fifty years 
the fight for and against a federal In- 
come tax has been In tho courts. The 
incomo tax imposed during tho Civil 
war and tho years immediately fol- 
lowing was not attacked with tho 
seriousness of later cases; it was not 
until tho Cleveland administration 
placed an incomo tax in the Wilson 
tariff act that the fight became seri- 
. ous. 

Tho contest over tho validity of tho 
tax in 1894 and 1S95 before tho Su- 
premo court was one of the most bit- 
ter ever fought out before the court. 
One of the lawyers, James C. Carter, 
warned the court against setting up 
fe£ its Judgment to thwart the will of 
00,000,000.

DOVER RAIDED BY GERMANS 



Bombs Dropped on Great British Port 

— Two English Airmen Engage 

Teuton Seaplane. 

London, Jan. 2G. — The third German 
air raid upon England within two days, 
and tho Becond upon the great British 
port of Dover, tho gateway of prac- 
tically all British shipping to Franco, 
was made on Monday, resulting in a 
thrilling aerial battle between three 
aeroplanes over the port. 

Both Berlin and London officially 
announce tho attack upon Dover, the 
London press bureau reporting tho 
battle between two British aeroplanes 
and a German seaplane. The German 
machine escaped. 

The Berlin statement says: 

"Two German naval aeroplanes 
dropped bombs on aviation sheds of 
tho British in Houghara, west of 
Dover. Heavy fires caused by tho 
bombs were clearly observed." 



'Joliet, 111., Jan. 24.— With six feet 
of water Btnnding In tho Btreets In 
the residential district of Joliet. and 
several hundred families driven from 
their homes, this city is paralyzed by 
the flood waters of tho Desplaines riv- 
er and Hickory creek. .Property dam- 
age Is estimated at more than $1,000,- 
000. 

All electric lights were extinguished 
and street cars wero stalled Only a 
few lines in tho western part of the 
city could be operated. 

Railroad traffic also was tied up by 
the inundation of tho yards. Hundreds 
of freight cars on the Elgin, Joliet & 
Eastern railroad were held up when 
tho yards were Hooded. The yards 
cover almost twenty-live acres and 
were Hooded to a depth of four feet. 

More than 1,000 persons were driven 
from their homes and sought refuge 
in police stations and hospitals. Fac- 
tories employing more than 5,000 men 
were compelled to close when tho wa- 
ter flooded the engine rooms. 

Chicago, Jnn. 24. — Hundreds of per- 
sons were driven from their homes, 
hundreds of basements flooded, ami 
southwest section of tho city is under 
a flood which swept Chicago and Its 
suburbs as the result of tho January 
thaw and a heavy rain. 

Property damage will run Into the 
millions, according to police esti- 
mates. 

Fire companies in all parts of tho 
city responded to calls for help. 

Many families living in basement 
apartments sat on tables and boxes, 
as the chairs and other furnishings 
floated nbout the homes. 

Water six feet deep was reported in 
several parts of tho city. 

Aurora, 111., Jan. 24.— The Fox river 
overflowed its banks hero as the re- 
sult of an all-night downpour. The 
northeast section of the city is under 
water. Several thousand persons live 
in the district. 

Tho water rose eight feet in tho 
night and is still rising. Sewers could 
not carry tho water off forty-flvo miles 
of paved streets, and thousands of 
basements were flooded by water, 
which backed up in drain pipes. 

At Mooseheart, seven miles north 
of Aurora, where are tho national of- 
fices, homo for orphan children and in- 
dustrial school of the Loyal Order of 
Moose, a squad of men worked des- 
perately to prevent from giving way 
a dam which holds in check an artifi- 
cial lake a mile long. 

Tho lako is above tho school, but 
tho buildings are protected in a meas- 
ure by an Intervening deep and wldo 
ravine, which points toward tho river 
half a mile away. • 

Peoria, III., Jan. 22. — Rail, telegraph 
and telephone .service in and out of 
Peoria is badly crippled, tho result of 
a storm which swept this section. 
Thirty-six head of cattlo on tho Wil- 
son farm and twenty-five head of cat- 
tle on the Strauss farm in tho Klcka- 
poo bottoms wero drowned before they 
could be moved. Tho T. P. & W. rail- 
road bridge over tho Illinois river at 
Peoria dropped over a foot. A "Q" 
passenger train bus been marooned all 
day at Edwards, 20 miles from here. 
M. & St. Li. trains are unable to get 
out of Peoria. Miles of track have 
been washed out on other railroads 
and scores of bridges along hlghway3 
destroyed by Ice. 

Tho principal danger Bpot In Joliet 
was In tho district known as Brooklyn. 
In that section tho water rose to a 
height of six feet and a swift exodus of 
inhabitants bejian at daybreak.

Georgia Mob Hangs Blacks From 
Limb of Tree — Held In Connec- 
tion With Murder of Sheriff. 



Albany, Ga., Jan. 24. — Five negro 
men taken from tho Worth county jail 
on Thursday at Sylvester wero hanged 
to one. limb of a treo on the outskirts 
of Starkville. Tho bodies, containing 
many bullot holes, wero cold when 
found. Forty or fifty men, acting with 
precision indicative of carefully laid 
planB, had taken the flvo negroes from 
tho Jail and sped away in - automobiles 
They were being held In connection 
with the killing of Sheriff Moroland 
of Leo county in tho Christmas holi- 
days. Starkvillo is a hamlet throe 
miles from Leesburg, tho county scat 
of Lee county. Four of tho vIctlmB 
wero of one family — Felix Lako und 
his three sons. Frank, Dowoy and 
Major. Tho fifth was Rodius Sea- 
more. 



Georgia Statesman Says Noncombat- 

ants In Teutonic Nations Should 

Be Supplied — Not Contraband. 

Washington, Jan. 22.— Great Brit- 
ain's interference with neutral trado 
was the subject of a vigorous and ex- 
haustive speech in tho senate on 
Thursday by Senator Hoke Smith of 
Georgia, who pleaded for action to 
prevent England from advancing her 
own trnde at tho expense of tho Uni- 
ted States while attempting to destroy 
Germany commercially. Ho declared 
tho rights of citizens of tho United 
States and other neutral nations were 
boing recklessly disregarded and em- 
phasized particularly what he de- 
nounced ob Great Britain's lawless 
treatment of American cotton trado. 

Discussing tho action of tho allies 
in proclaiming cotton as a contraband, 
tho senator assorted that cotton had 
not been used or needed by Germany 
or her allies in the manutneture of war 
munitions for more than eight monthB. 
"Shall we quietly continue to fur- 
nish Great Britain what sho is com- 
pelled to obtain from tho United States 
while tho commercial rights of citi- 
zens of this country are trampled un- 
derfoot?" asked' tho senator. "Great 
Britain cannot continue the war with- 
out munitions from tho United States. 
"Tho administration has forcefully 
brought to tho attention of Great Brit- 
ain the rights of citizens of this coun- 
try. It hns been demonstrated that 
citizens of neutral countries have tho 
right to ship foodstuffs and cotton in 
unlimited quantities through tho neu- 
tral ports of northern Europe to the 
noncombatant inhabitants of Germany 
and AuBtrla. 

"The congress of tho United States; 
slept over tho rights of shippers oft 
foodstuffs last winter. This was, per- 
hapB, becauso tho prices wero good, 
perhaps becauso wo did not investi- 
gate tho subject. Tho lawlessness/ of 
Great Britain has Increased greatly. 

"By firmness, but peacefully, /neu- 
trals can easily obtain their mghts 
from both belligerents." / 

$70,000 BANK DRAFTS SJ0LEN 

Thieves Secure and Loot Pouch Being 
Taken From Post Office in New- 
ton .(la.) to Train. 

Newton, la., Jan. 24. — Bank drafts 
with an estimated valuo of $70,000 and 
a small amount of money wero In a 
mall pouch stolen and rifled here after 
tho outbound mall left tho post office. 
Three arrests wero made, the prison- 
ers being held for investigation. Tho 
robbers who took tho pouch from the 
depot burned It after they had rilled 
It. A steel hasp which had been on 
tho sack was found In a clump of 
buBhos near the edge of town. An ef- 
fort Is being made to stop payment on 
tho bank drafts. 



El Paso, Tox., Jan. 25.— Fifty Amor- 
leans, among who were several women 
and also representatives of tho United 
States government, saw a Carranza 
firing squad avengo on Sunday tho 
murder of Bert Akers. Tho Duran 
brothers' were executed legally at 
dawn in tho cemetery at Juaroz, Ber- 
nardo cursing Americans with his Inst 
breath and begging mercy for Fed- 
erlco. 

"It Is unjust to kill two of us for 
ono American, ' raid Bernardo. "It Is 
giving two eyes for one tooth. 

"I am willing to die. because I killed 
the gringo, but my brother ought to 
allowed to live." 

Tho bullets of tho firing squad 
killed Federlco, but Bernardo was con- 
scious after he fell. Tho oillcors com- 
manding tho firing squad gave him tho 
"mercy shot" through tho head. Tho 
bodies of both Mexicans were burled 
immediately. 

Bernardo and Federlco Duran wero 
Mexican cattle thieves and wero con- 
demned to dio by tho Carranza au- 
thorities for tho killing of Akers Fri- 
day at San Lorenzo, a few miles bo- 
low the international boundary. 

Tho execution was attended by 
mnny besides Americans. 



Urges 210,000 Regulars for American 
Force — Country Is Utterly Un- 
prepared for War. 

Washington* Jnn. 21.— MnJ. Gen. 
Leonard Wood told tho senato mili- 
tary committee on Wednesday tho 
coast lino of tho United States was 
open to attack by any well-organized 
foreign army, desplto its equipment of 
forts, mines and submarines, and that 
the oceans formed no serious barrier 
to invasion. Ho declared that in tho 
country's present stato of utter unpre- 
pared ncsB for war a trained forco of 
150,000 men could inflict incalculable 
damago before an army could bo as- 
sembled to meet it. 

Emphasizing his convictions that 
troops cannot bo improvised to meet 
regulars, General Wood declared tho 
fundamental basis of any policy of,J 
adequato national defenso muBt J^q 
tho principle that with suffrage/ goes 
an obligation for military service. 

As to the i in mediate nr/jds of tho 
regular army, General Wood ex- 
pressed tho opinion ,£hat tho forco of 
regulars with tho*' colors should bo 
maintained at 2l/o,000. 

Reverting tp/ tho condition of tho 
country to fr/co war with a first-class 
power, the/ general said tho United 
States was utterly unprepared and 
know nothing of tho problems It 
would biavo to moot At least 2,000,000 
men would bo needed, ho declared, 
and Ahoy could bo obtained, ho ho- 
llowed, only by compulsory service.

Poor seed means not only 
a poor stand and a portion of tho 
Held idle, but that you must cultivate 
mlBsing hills, one-stalk hlllB, and poor, 
■worthless stalks, and recoivo nothing 
In return. 

Don't Work for Nothing. 

Thousands of pooplo every year 
work moro than a third of overy day 
on ground that produces nothing. Do 
not depend for seed on tho occasional 
good ears selected during tho husk- 
ing period. Tho corn will bo injured 
by freezing before It is busked or bo- 
fore it has had timo to become dry 
after husking. 

Select tho best ears, if you have 
not already dono so, and string them 
on binder twine and hang up. 

Do not (store seed corn in barrels or 
boxes. It will "gather moisture" and 
mold or freeze. Do not Btoro ovor tho 
etablc. Do not put Immature or flesh- 
ly gathered seed corn in a warm room, 
on the floor, or in piles. It will either 
sprout, or mold, or both. It should bo 
hung up at once, and tho windows 
opened to allow tho freest circulation 
of air. Do not depend on tho crib 
for socd corn. 

Ono. day devoted to tho seed corn, 
at tho proper time, may bo worth 
more than an entire month of hard 
work next summer put on a poor stand 
of corn. 

The attic Is a good place to hang up 
tho seed corn. There should bo a cir- 
culation of air through tho room. A 
space three by eight foot will hold 200 
strings of corn, twolvo to, flfteon ears 
to each string, or about enough to 
plant 200 acres. Throe-fourths of this 



corn may bo discarded after testing, 
but there will be enough seed to plant 
fifty acrcB, moro than tho averago 
acreage on each farm. There are sev- 
oral objections to tho averago collar. 
It 1b apt to bo too damp, and tho corn 
must bo woll dried before putting in 
tho cellar, and it must not bo corded 
un^or put In piles, but hung up. 

Will' •y&ur Seed Corn Grow? 

It is only gooij^kusiness to know 
that the Bced thatVyWi put into tho 
ground will grow; and I'hYl only way 
you canitell good seed is by tesuJng it. 
You can't tell by merely looking at-i'ik, 
If you want profitable yields, you must 
plant good seed. 

Tho ten million acros of corn plant- 
ed In Iowa .every year aro grown in 
217,000 farmB, an averago of about 
forty-six acres to each farm. It will 
take about GOO ears to ' plant forty 
acres. Twenty-four hours,' tlmo of 
one man, two days' work, will test 
bIx kernels from each ear to plant 
forty acres. Yet, because it is "too 
much bother," most of us pick out 
GOO ears, look at them, guess that 
they will grow, and plant thom. As a 
consequence, more than twelve acres 
out of each forty acres of corn plant- 
ed produco nothing. This is worse 
than useless, because ono muBt plow, 
plant nnd cultlvato these twolve acres 
and get nothing In return. 

By testing you get rid of tho bad, 
weak, and moldy ears. Testing does 
not hurt tho corn. It costs but about 
ten cents an acre, and can be dono at 
a time of tho year when other farm 
work is not pressing. By testing you 
have everything to gain and nothing 
to lose. 

Discard Poor Ears. 

In tho winter, during a slack season 
or In tho early spring, from February 
20 to March 20, select tho best ears 
from tbo corg. you havo stored in tho 
fall and got ready to put them through 
tho test. 

Tho eawduBt germination box is no 
doubt tho best method .for testing 
seed corn. It costs nothing but a lit- 
tle timo and labor. It furnishes near- 
ly natural conditions. It is not es- 
sential that the box bo of any particu- 
lar slzo, although about thirty Inches 
squaro and four or flvo Inches deep 
will bo found convenient. This slzo 
will tost 100 ears at a tlmo. 

Tho sawdust is light, clean, and 
easy to got and handle in February 
and tho first of March, when tho tost- 
ing should bo dono; Is a good noncon- 
ductor of heat and cold, so that tho 
temperature 1b kept oven during ger- 
mination, and holds the moisture bo 
porfectly that there is no danger of 
drying out. 

The number of boxes required will 
depend upon tho amount of seed to bo 
tosted and the time limit. After tho 
germination boxes aro made, inspect 
carefully tho ears you are to test from 
tho standpoint of tho kernel. 

Take two or throe kernels from 
each ear, about a third of tho length 
of the ear from tho butt Lay thom 
germ-side up at the . tip of the car 
from which they woro taken. If tho 
kornols aro small, wedge-shaped, nar- 
row, shallow, too dcopi or if thoy 
show immaturity, starchlness, a ten- 
dency to mold, or if the gorms aro 
small, or shriveled, discard tho ear. 

Remove six kernels from six differ- 
ent places on each ear you havo se- 
lected to tost, taking two from near 
tho butt on tho opposite sides of tho. 
car, two from near tho tip, turning 
tho ear enough so as not to tako two 
kernels out of tho samo row. 

How to Test Seed Corn. 

Fill tho box about half full of moist 
sawdust, woll pressed down, so as to 
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leave a smooth, even surface. The 
sawdust should be put in a gunnysack 
and set in a tub of warm water for 
at least an hour" (or still better, over 
night) so that It will be thoroughly 
moistened beforo using. Rule off a 
^pleco of good quality whito cloth 
Cfifceetlng) , about tho size of the box, 
IntObVUiares, two and one-half InchoB 
each waySs. Number tho squares, 1, 2, 
3, etc. Placo\tho cloth on the saw- 
dust and tack \\t to tho box at the 
corners and edgesN, • 

Ubo caro that the kernels do not get 
mixed with those from^t&p ear next to 
it. After tho kernels arO t removed, 
boards may bo laid over the? rows of 
ears to keep them in place uhtil tho 
result of tho germination teat is 
known. Placo tho six kernels from 
ear No. 1 in squaro No. 1 of tho 
germination box; from ear No. 2 in 
square No. 2, and so on with all tho 
ears. Lay a piece of good cloth (a 
good quality of sheeting) on top of 
tho kornolB and dnmpen it. Press tho 
cloth down gently with the palm of 
hand, bolng careful not to misplace 
tho kernels in the squares. 

Now place over this cloth another 
cloth of tho samo* material, consider- 
ably larger than the first ono (about 
six foot square), and fill In on top 
with two or three inches of moist, 
warm sawdust. Pack it down firmly 
with a brick or with tho feet. Tho 
edges pf . the coyer should then be 
folded over. tlio Bawdust In tho box 
to prevent drying out. Now set the 
box away until the kernels sprout 
Keep In an ordinary' warm placo, liko 
the living room, whore it will not 
freeze. Tho kernels will germinate 
in about eight days. 

Remove tho cover carefully to avoid 
misplacing tho kernels in the squares. 
Examine the kernels in each squaro 
in the germination box, and discard 
nil ears whoso kornolB In tho box aro 
dead, moldy, or show weak germina- 
tion. \ 

Caring for Seed Corn. 

If the kernels show weak, spindling 
sprouts, or a part of thom aro very 
weak and uneven, tho ear should be 
thrown out to make placo for an ear 
whoso kornols give strong, vigorous 
sprouts. Remombor that the kernels 
which are slow to sprout, and aro 
weak, will be behind tho strong ones 
in tho field. 

After tho seed has beoh sorted, test- 
ed, shelled, and graded for the planter, 
and tho bad kernels removed, it should 
bo placed in half-bushel sacks and 
hung up In a dry placo. Put in sacks, 
soparate from the rest, tho seed from 
tho best 100 ears. When planting, 
use tho seed from "the bost 100 oars" 
on ono Bldo of the field from which 
to pick your seed corn for tho next 
year's planting. 

We cannot afford to neglect this im- 
portant work. If every farmer would 
iost every ear. of his seed corn in tho 
winter In tho way doscrlbod abovo, 
tho ylold would bo wonderfully in- 
creased. No other timo will be so 
profitable to tho farmor as that spent 
in testing the vitality of his seed and 
in grading to Insure tho plnntct drop- 
ping tho propor number of kernels 
In each hill. It is possible for every- 
ono to do this work. It will cost noth« 
ing but tho timo, of which there is 
plenty at tlio seaBon when tho work 
should be dono. 



Home Part of White House Barred to the Curious

Iff ASHINOTON.— While the main floor of the White House is open to 
ft visitors at certain hours every weekday, the second, or residential story, 
is carefully guarded against intrusion by the public, which, all the more for 

this reason, is Intensely curious to 
know what goes on upBtalrs — how tho 
rooms are arranged, what the furni- 
ture Ib like, and how the presidential 
folks spend their time when at home. 
Fifteen years or more ago tho 
White House was half office building. 
y Today, however, the White House — 
* thanks to its reconstruction by Mr. 
Roosevelt, at a cost of $500,000— is 
the moBt admirably equipped and most 
comfortable palace in the world. 

The Whito House now has ten 
bedrooms, the removal of the presidential business offices from the mansion 
to an annex havlng;.made space available for five additional guest chambers. 
The government furnishes everything required for housekeeping pur- 
poses, and It Is not desired that presidential property shall get mixed up with 
that of Uncle Sam. Even soap and towels are supplied, and, oh, the linen- 
such quantities of it, hemstitched and embroidered! The linen press of the 
Whito Houso is really quite a big room, Its shelves weighted down under a 
wealth of whiteness. 

The mistress of the executive mansion has no "wash list." Uncle Sam 
attends to that, as well as to the housecleaning. 

Wonderful Machine That Computes Tide Tables 

k GOVERNMENT book, "written" in as peculiar a way, perhaps, as any 
rk other modern publication, Is the constant object of reference of hundreds 
of navigators, engineers, hydrographers and other scientists, not only in tho 
United States, but in all parts of tho 
world. It is the annual volume of tide 
tables issued by the coast and geo- 
detic survey, that Is literally ground 
out of a machine. 

Tho book consists of tables of 
closely printed figures, more or less 
unintelligible to the layman, but show- 
ing, to those who understand them, 
for tho entire calendar year,, the exact 
hour and minute of each day when 
tho tide will rise to its crest and Blnk 
to its lowest depth in all the Important 

ports that are bathed bytho seven seas. The creation of these wonderfully 
accurate tables is not in the hands of a corps of seasoned computers, for the 
good reason that even the best of them would have to devote six months or 
more to the labor of computing tide tables for a year for a single port. In- 
stead, tho work is done by a great 2,500-pound machine of iron and brass 
which stands, like the vitals of a giant clock, in one of the roomB of the 
coast and geodetic survey in Washington. The mechanical tide computer Is 
11 feet long, but only 2 feet wide, and stands as high as a man. It is a seem- 
ing Jumble of shafts, cams, sliding plates, pulleys and chains, but each of the 
elements stands carefully In place as a very tangible representative of a far- 
away force of the sun' or moon, and registers figures that indicate the pull 
which, months In tho future, will result in the raise of millions of tons of 
water perhaps thousands of miles away. 

When the tide tables for any locality are desired the numerous cranks 
on the side of the machine are set in accordance^wlth "harmonic constants" 
for tho place, already known from observation, and the figures for the tables 
are then secured by turning the principal crank of the apparatus. Whenever 
the Indicator reaches a maximum or a minimum the machine is automatically 
stopped by an electro-magnet, and the operator merely jots down the hour 
indicated by one dial and the feet and inches by another. At the same time 
a moving fountain pen draws on a turning roll of paper a curve of the tide. 
In these ways tho machine turns out in from ten to fifteen hours the work 
that would keep a mere human calculator busy for six months.. 
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Ontonagon Bowlder Now in the National Museum 

EMPLOYEES of the Smithsonian institution have finished a heavy job in 
moving the Ontonagon bowlder from the institution to the new National 
museum. ThiB large mass of copper has been in the possession of the Smith- 
sonian institution since 1860. Tho 
bowlder is 3^4 feet long, 3 feet wide 
and 1% feet in its thickest part, and, 
owing to 'the great density of copper, 
weighs nearly three tons. 

For ages this mass of copper lay 
on tho bank of Ontonagon river in 
tho upper peninsula of Michigan, 
whore it was known for many years 
.by the Chippewa Indians of that re- 
gion. It was not until 1776 that the 
first white man, Alexander Henry, an 
English adventurer and trader, visited 
this remarkable specimen. During the next 76 years many explorers and 
scientists followed Henry's footsteps until the bowlder came to be well 
known as a mjneralogical curiosity. It was undoubtedly worth several thou- 
sand dollars, but its weight prevented anyone from taking it away. 

In 1841 Julius Eldred, a hardware merchant of Detroit, bought this cop- 
per rock from the Chlppowa Indians, on whoso lands it was located, and. 
two years later, after many difficulties, succeeded in' transporting it down the 
Ontonagon river through Lake Superior to Sault Ste. Marie, and thence to 
Detroit, where it was placed on exhibition for a short time. Soon after its 
arrival the government claimed It, and in 1843 It was shipped to Washington 
and deposited in the yard of the quartermaster's bureau of the war depart- 
ment, where it remained till I860, when It was transferred to the Smith- 
sonian Institution. Some years later the government repaid Mr. Eldred for 
his time and work In securing this bowlder, congress having appropriated 
?5,64C90 for this purpose. 




Uncle Sam Has the Biggest of Printing Plants 

WAP nil the governments in the world, tbo government of the United States 
vf tries the hardest to keep Its people informed of what is doing., That is 
why this government printing office here in Washington la the biggest print- 
ing office In existence. Tho fact that 
tho office uses more than 32,000,000 
pounds of paper and more than 65,000 
pounds of ink in a year in printing 
matter for distribution among tho 
people is merely an Index to tho 
quantity of work turned out." 

Cornelius Ford, public printer, 
head of the army of 4,000 employees in 
the great plant, was discussing his 
job and what it means. 

"Every activity of this government 
gets into the printing ofllco sooner or j 
later," he went on, "and the number of those activities is almost past count- 
ing. Ever>' one of them hns a direct bearing on the lives and the interests 
of some considerable portion of the public. That Is why Uncle Sam putB the 
record In print, bo all may read. ^ 

"Of course, there Is some waste. Sometimes an expensive publication 
will be put out for which there is only slight call, and thousands of copies 
will remain In storage for years, ultimately to bo destroyed, but these 
instances are becoming rarer and rarer. More discrimination in ordering 
printing is being manifested by the legislative and executive departments, 
and the vigorous steps we aro taking, through the ofllco of the superintendent 
of documents, to inform the public of what wo have* on hand are resulting 
In a reduction of 'dead' stock,"

One Effect of War will Bo Demand 

by India for Greater Degree of Au- 

tonomy — Mohammedans of India 

rAro Greatest Bulwark of 
the British Rule. 

London. — All offorts to stir up seri- 
ous trouble for tho Drltlsh In India 
have so far failed signally. Tho few 
seditious movements noted havo had 
their origin in Hindu organizations 
which antedate tho great war. 

When It is considered that tho pop- 
ulation of India— 316,000,00— Is more 
than threo times that of, tho United 
^States, tho rolatlvo insignificance of 
. ie^fowuuUjreaks in tho last year and 
a half la evident. 

In such a groat nation disorders aro 
Inevitable, in either war or peace, Just 
as tho United States or any other na- 
tion Is nover quite- freo from labor 
troublos causing Iobb of 11 fo or prop- 
erty. All tho Information, ofllclal and 
otherwise, received hero, shows that 
tho Indian empire is profoundly qulot, 
except for tho over-rcstlcss, warlike 
border tribes of tho Northwest 

Tho rulers of tho great native inde- 
pendent or semi-independent states, 
from tho nizam of Hyderabad with his 
14,000,000 people down, aro loyal to 
their emperor, King Georgo V of Eng- 
land. They havo contributed liber- 
ally of their public nnd prlvato means 
to asBlst Great Drltoln against her 
enemies. Many of tholr relatives aro 
acUvo membors of tho British army. 

Tho Mohammodans ^f India, far 
from holng an el 

tho Kr*y~i 

rj.Srentest 
&ob hi«L Ala mlnorl 

sided with 
Its protectors against tho nTore numer 
ous Hindus. It is stated hero that no 
Mohammedan has ever been convicted 
of complicity In a treasonable enter- 
prise in India. 

Just Quiet Farmers. 
• It muBt bo remembered that of tho 
pOO.OOO.OOO peoplo In India at least 
260,000,000 aro quiet, uneducated, gen- 
tlo agriculturalists, qulto uninterest- 
ed In politics, asking from tholr gov- 
ernment only a chance to till their lit- 
tlo farms In peaco and caring no fur- 
ther us to the character of their 
rulorB. 

It must not bo concluded from theso 
facts that tho world war is without 
Important effect on India. Tho Hindu 
Intellectual leadora boo tho grow- 
ing prominence of Canada, South Af- 
rica, Australia and Now Zealand In 
tho empire. Thoy know that theso 
Uritlsh dominions will soon ask a 
placo In tho councils of tho empire, 
and a ,voico In tho peaco congress 
which shall follow the war. • 

They believe that tho time has come 
for India to havo a volco In tho em- 
pire, too. Thoy demand a further do- 
greo of autonomy for India, something 
approximating tho freedom of Eng- 
land's whlto dependencies. 

This was clearly Bet forth by the 
Indian National congress at Bombay 
on Decombor 30, which unanimously 
adopted a rcsolutlo-i demanding self- 
government for Indln. 

At tho same tlrao tho delegates to 
the congress heartily applauded Uaba 
Surondranth Ilanncrjoo when ho said: 
"India's devotion to tho throne dur- 
ing tho war has boon unsurpassed." 
Fellow Feeling Among Asiatics. 
India, like other eastern nations, Is 
pormeated, too, with the spirit of 
"Asia for tho Asiatics." Despite tho 
Jong hostility between certain nations, 
notably China and Japan, thero is de- 
veloping n fellow fooling In Asiatic 
nations against European dictation. 
An Illustration was an incident which 
occurred In Tokyo m December. 

Two young Indians, British sub- 
jects, received 3G hours' hotico to 
leavo Japan, tho reason being tholr nl- 
legod complicity In German plots to 
fomont disturbances In India. Tho no- 
tlco was so timed that tho only vessel 
by which tho dopartccs could sail 
was bound for Shanghai, where thoy 
woro liable to arrest by tho British 
consul.' ' 

Tho Indiana laid their hard caso 
boforo sympathizers In tho Jnpancso 
press. Leading Independent politi- 
cians woro approached. In a fow hours 
a formidublo agitation was afoot. A 
deputation waited on tho foreign min- 
ister and asked that tho order should 
bo withdrawn or altered so as to per- 
mit tho Indians to board a ship bound 
for America. 

Tho minister refused, whereupon 
the government was dofled. A lead- 
ing mombor jf the diet who delights 
to act tho part of b "ronln," or freo 
lance (literally a warrior without a 
lord), took tho Indinns 'to his homo 
and kept them thero till tho tlmo 
specified In tho cnlor hnd oxplrod. 
Feared a Flare-Up. 
Tho authorities drow a cordon of 
pollco round his houso but did not 
risk entering and removing tho In- 
dians. Next morning thoy covered up 
tholr capitulation by "saying tho In- 
dians had OBcapod— which nobody bo- 
Waved, the efficiency of tho Japanese

pollco fn the mattor of Burvelllanco 
being well known. The Indians prob- 
ably hav.b sailed for America. 

Tho Interesting point about this do- 
flonco of tho Japanese government 
Is tho ludicrously small means by 
which the great engine of government 
was stopped. The mass of tho Jap- 
anese nation knew nothing of tho 
Indians, and cared nothing. Tho act 
was tho work of a handful of men 
on tho Tokyo press, backed by half 
a dozon political froo lancos. No ques- 
tions of policy woro Involved. Thero 
was, In the offlcial eye, nothing what- 
ever to mako a fuss about. "Why did 
tho government climb down? 

They feared a flare-up. They re- 
membered that 18 months ago, over 
Just such a small matter, Involving a 
couplo of Chinese Btudents, tho di- 
rector of tho political bureau of tho 
forolgn offico was assassinated by a 
fanatic as ho. was entering his houso, 
and small but angry armed mobs ter- 
rorized officialdom. 

Tho beliefs which inspired the agi- 
tation were (i) that tho Indians were 
not German agents, but bona-flde revo- 
lutionaries, and (2) that tho Japanese 
government was acting at the request 
of tho British and not of its own ini- 
tiative. Japan is England's ally, and 
is bound In terms of tho alliance to 
assist England If India Is attacked by 
n hostile power. But tho Japanese 
people aro deeply jealous of all for- 
eign influences In Asia, of which they 
consider themselves leaders. "Japan, 
lord of tho Orient" Is a frequent 
phraso In tho Japaneso press theso 
days. 

No Serious Revolution. 
Blko sentiments aro warmly wel- 
comed In many parts of India. This 
cannot bo denied. But as far as ac- 
Uvo revolution goes, Groat Britain so 
far has seen nothing which looked for- 
midable. 

The most extensive outbreak slnco 
tho beginning of tho war occurred near 
Lahore, when as a result 24 Indians 
were executed and 27 others sentenced 
to imprisonment for llfo. 

The Natlvo press woro qulto unani- 
mous in ascribing tho munitions agita- 
tion to the work of a band of conspira- 
tors located on the Pacific slope of 
America for sovcral years. Theso con- 
spirators aro declared here to have 
sent emissaries to India who tried to 
stir up antagonism to British rule. 

It is also known hero that between 
tho middle of Juno and tho middle of 
September of last year 17 Indian cav- 
^Urymcn In tho Punjab and Bengal 
w tr l s' iftTn Ugnced to death for mutiny, 
making boimfc *w<J cutting telegraph 
wires, and 71 otKeY*». wero convicted 
of other offenses. * S "~'~ ,% *w

houso of commons that tho disloyalty 
of some of the natlvo troops In north- 
ern India was due to tho activities of 
an anti-British association having its 
headquarters ln tho United States. 
China Is another center for anti-Brit- 
ish plotting. 

Gaekwar Only Suspect. 

As to tho Hindu organization ln the 
United States, it lias been at work 
slnco 1907. It comprises natives of 
India who aro highly educated; also 
membors of tho Clan-Na-Gael, and of 
lato many Germans and American pro- 
Germans. One of tho announced alms 
of the organization 1b to start a mutiny 
In India in 1917 to commemorato tho 
"Diamond Jubilee of tho Mutiny of 
1857." 

The Hindus ln America havo a 
newspaper dovoted to their interest 
and also a school of Instruction for tho 
purpose of educating natives of India 
in the ubo of arms. British agents 
closely, watch theso activities. They 
aro still of negllglblo extent. 

If a revolution ever docs gain head- 
way In Indla r thero 1b only one im- 
portant natlvo prince whom tho Brit- 
ish will havo cause to suspect. This 
Is tho gaekwar of Baroda, well known 
In the United States, who Is reported to 
havo encouraged Hindus In antl-Brlt- 
tsh views. The gaekwar is in 111 so- 
cial repute both in London and In In- 
dia becauso he married a dancer.

Glovgell, Serbia.— One of the most 
picturesque figures of the European 
war Is tho Serbian "komltadjl" or 
guerrilla Ivan Stolkovltch, known to 
fame as "Babounsky." Tho name Is 
drawn from the famous Babouna Pass, 
where recently the Serbs so long held 
tho Invading Bulgarians at bay. Ivan 
Stolkovltch comes from that part of 
Serbia and la therefore known to his 
followers and to the Serbian popula- 
tion at largo by a nickname indicating 
the fact. 

A slight man, tall, with honest gray- 
blue eyes and the pale features of a 
student, ho Impresses tho stranger 
with anything but tho terror which his 
namo Inspires. Nor do his looks belle 
his real profession. For the redoubt- 
able "Babounsky" was a schoolteach- 
er*iihtil fired by an ardent patriotism 
ho gave up his classes to gather about 
him a band of Intrepid spirits ln the 
fight for tho release of tho Turkish 
part of Serbia from the Ottoman yoke. 

Ever slnco tho first Balkan war 
ho and his followers have been under 
nrmB. Unrecognized by tho laws of 
war, thoy havo taken tholr own risks 
of capture and Instant execution. 
Their refuge is ln tho Serbian moun- 
tains, and they have been willing to 
trust their security to their own as- 
tuteness and the impregnability of 
their numerous hiding places. 

Especially Blnco tho complete 
breakdown of the Serbian administra- 
tion, has "Babounsky" become a per- 
sonngo of primo importance In Ser- 
bia.

"Kechko" and four others wero\ar- 
roatcd, tried ln secret by tho band aY 
midnight and sentenced to* bo "sent 
to Salonikl"— that la, taken to tho 
banks of tho Vardar rlvor, stabbed 
and thrown ln, tholr bodies to drift 
down with tho current to 'Salonikl. 
All five woro lined up on the bank. 
"Babounsky" gayo tho Blgnal for the 
fatal blowB to be struck. But unfor- 
tunately "Kcchko's" executioner, a 
lawyer from Belgrade, had nevor 
killed a man before and his hand 
slipped. Tho flvo bodies wero thrust 
Into tho Vardar, but "Kechko" was 
still allvo. 

A week later the Sorblan consul at 
Salonikl was called to tho hospital. 
"Kechko" told him tho story of his 
escape from death, but begged that It 
be kopt socrot until after his depar- 
ture for tho United States. Ultimate- 
ly recovered from tho unskillful stab 
of tho Belgrade lawyer, "Kechko" 
quietly departed for America. 

Whenever tho allied troops have 
need of fresh meat or wood or mulos 
one of the officers acquaints a Serbian 
with what is required. Tho next day 
20 sheep, two cords of wood, 01 
100 mules aro brought into Negotin 01 
Kaphadar, aa tho caso may ho, by a 
Serbian peasant. Tho peasant col- 
locts an equitable sum for tho goods 
delivered, and In tlrao each Serbian 
who has been Involuntarily levied up- 
on for lamb or wood or mules ro- 
celves his payment. "Babounsky" 
does not oven keep a commission.

It took a year to drive the velvet 
bloom from her choek and tho vivac- 
ity of a naturally joyous nature from 
her eyes. She had a sick Bpell and 
her physician ordered nor hack to 
the pure air and unclouded* sunshine 
of Brookvillo.

Center the 
beam in the width of the turntable, 
and allow three or four inches to pro- 
ject over the end, as ahown In Fig. 2. 
Tho turntable I is pivoted upon the 
base K, a block eight inches square, 
with a small block (J) inserted be- 
tween them. Bore a one-fourth-inch 
hole through the center of base K 
and block J, so the screw pivot will 
turn freely, and slip an Iron washer/ 1 *
